The  major  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  agriculture, 
but  many  find  work  in  the  group  of  Works  owned  by 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Limited,  situated  in  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  districts  of  Northwich,  Winsford  and  Middlewich. 

The  incidence  of  unemployment  is  comparatively  low  and 
in  some  parts  of  the  district,  agriculture  is  faced  with  a 
shortage  of  skilled  labour.

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  (corrected  by  R.G.J  is 
340;  175  males  and  165  females. 

Thirty-nine  deaths  occurred  in  the  Warrington  Corporation 
Sanatorium  (Hefferston  Grange,  Weaverham).  All  these 
deaths  were  outwardly  transferable. 

There  were  two  maternal  deaths,  and  26  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age.  Table  2  shows  the  causes  of 
infantile  deaths.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. — Sputum  specimens  from  sus¬ 
pected  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  examined  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer  at  Chester.  Throat  swabs  are  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  Manchester  University. 
Examinations  of  blood  for  suspected  cases  of  the  typhoid 
group  of  diseases  and  other  conditions  are  done  at  the  same 
laboratory. 

Samples  of  milk  and  other  foods  taken  under  the  Food 
&  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  are  submitted  to  S.  E, 
Melling,  Esq.,  F.I.C.,  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  of 
Cheshire. 

The  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
water  and  other  samples  are  performed  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  Manchester  University,  Messrs.  Melling  & 
Ardern  of  Manchester,  and  the  Laboratory  in  connection 
with  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. — Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  in  an  ambulance  which  is  maintained  at  the 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  Davenham. 

For  general  accident  cases  ambulances  are  available  at 
Messrs.  Hitchen’s  Garage,  Castle  Street,  Northwich,  and  at 
the  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital,  Tarporley.  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries  (Alkali)  Limited  maintain  ambulances  at  each  of 
their  Works  for  the  use  of  their  workpeople. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. — The  Cheshire  County  Nursing 
Association  provides  a  system  of  nursing  which  covers  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District.  Imperial  Chemical  Industries 
(Alkali)  Limited  provide  nurses  for  their  own  employees.

The  Council  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  The  Victoria  Infir¬ 
mary,  Northwich,  The  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital,  The 
Manchester  Royal  Infirmary,  The  Chester  Royal  Infirmary, 
and  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Medical  Charities  Fund. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  provides  accommodation  for  medical  cases  at  its 
Institution,  London  Road,  Northwich. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  is  provided 
by  the  Northwich  Rural  and  Northwich,  Middlewich  and 
Winsford  Urban  Hospital  Committee  at  their  hospital  at 
Davenham.  Cases  of  smallpox  are  isolated  in  their  hospital 
at  Marbury. 

Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of,  and  a  specialist’s 
opinion  on  maternity  cases  are  made  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  when  requested  by  the  local  practioners,  and  also 
for  pathological  investigations  in  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water. — The  water  supplies  throughout  the  Council’s  area 
are  subjected  to  periodic  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
examination  and  on  pages  16  to  19  are  given  the  latest 
reports. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  main  well  at  Eaton  village  is 
far  from  satisfactory  and  in  this  case,  the  Council,  having 
no  alternative  supply  have  advised  all  inhabitants  to  boil 
all  water  before  use  for  domestic  purposes. 

With  regard  to  the  waterworks  at  Crabtree  Green,  an 
agreement  with  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council 
provides  for  a  maximum  of  250,000  gallons  per  day,  but 
this  has  been  seriously  exceeded  for  some  time,  and  at  the 
moment  the  daily  consumption  is  about  325,000  gallons 
per  day. 

The  Urban  Council  were  requested  some  time  ago  to 
increase  the  maximum  but  they  found  it  impossible  to 
comply  with  this  Council’s  request.  Since  then  it  has  been 
agreed  between  the  two  Councils,  for  the  Rural  Council 
to  take  over  the  supply  to  the  Eastern  and  Central  areas 
from  the  Urban  Council,  thus  leaving  only  the  statutory  part 
of  Rudheath  to  be  supplied  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 
Similarly,  the  bulk  supply  which  this  Council  at  present 
provides  for  the  needs  of  Winnington  in  the  Urban  District, 
is  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Regarding  the  newly  added  Tarporley  area,  a  large  part 
of  which  is  without  a  piped  supply,  it  is  urgently  necessary 
that  a  proper  supply  of  water  be  provided  for  this  district, 
and  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  develop  their  new  borehole 
supply  at  Eddisbury  not  only  for  this  purpose  but  also  for 
the  supply  of  water  to  the  Eastern  and  Central  areas,  and  in 
addition  thereto  to  meet  the  Council’s  obligations  under  the 
existing  agreement  between  this  Council  and  the  Tarvin 
Rural  Council  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Tarvin  area  of 
a  maximum  of  200,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  new  housing  schemes  in 
course  of  erection  by  the  Council  at  Rushton  and  Utkinton 
have  no  supply  available  at  present,  and  due  to  the  lack  of 
head  in  the  Liverpool  aqueduct  a  part  of  the  new  Tarporley 
Housing  Scheme  will  only  be  able  to  obtain  a  satisfactory 


supply  during  night  hours,  but  at  peak  consumption  periods 
it  is  doubtful  whether  this  scheme  can  be  supplied  efficiently. 

Other  supplies  in  the  area  so  far  as  quantity  is  concerned 
appear  to  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  but  the 
Council  receive  frequent  complaints  of  taste  and  odour  from 
the  Winsford  supply.  Since  a  previous  complaint  made  by 
this  Council  to  the  Winsford  Urban  Council  concerning 
same,  chlorination  has  been  adopted,  and  the  supply  now 
appears  to  be  satisfactory  both  chemically  and  bacteriol- 
ogically.

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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Cuddington  sewerage  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  £23,000,  involving  the  laying  of  six  and 
a  half  miles  of  new  sewers  of  varying  diameters,  has  been 
put  in  hand,  and  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  remove  the  old 
standing  nuisances  resulting  from  the  clogging  of  soakaway 
filters  in  the  area.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  this  salubrious  Mid  Cheshire  District  on  group 
development  lines  in  accordance  with  the  Regional  Planning 
Scheme  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act.  It  will 
enable  the  Council  to  exercise  a  more  rigid  control  over  the 
sporadic  development  which  has  hitherto  been  such  a  serious 
factor  in  this  District,  particularly  in  regard  to  Ribbon 
Development  where  essential  services  are  not  available. 

Generally  speaking  the  lines  of  sewers  will  gravitate  to 
the  Outfall  works,  but  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  pump 
one  small  area  known  as  the  Bluecap  area  along  the  Chester- 
Manchester  Main  Road.  The  land  available  for  develop¬ 
ment  in  this  area,  however,  only  amounts  to  eight  acres  and 
it  will  thus  be  seen  that  pumping  costs  will  be  extremely 
low. 

The  system  of  treatment  will  be  the  Biological  Method, 
this  having  been  found  the  most  suitable  for  flows  of  below 
1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  population  at  present  in  the  Sandiway  and  Cuddington 
areas  is  1,205  persons,  and  the  total  population  provided 
for  is  2,028.  Whilst  allowing  for  a  small  trade  waste  of 
2,300  gallons  per  day,  the  dry  weather  flow  has  been  fixed 
at  53,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  Disposal  Works  consist  of  an  area  of  less  than  2 
acres,  making  ample  provision  for  future  extensions  if 
required.  In  fact,  it  is  estimated  that  by  the  addition  of 
a  third  unit  at  the  Outfall  Works  a  population  of  3,040 
can  be  provided  for. 

Other  schemes  have  been  prepared  for  the  Delamere  and 
Oakmere  district,  in  accordance  with  an  arrangement  made 
some  years  ago  with  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  Council  and 
the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  scheme  for  the  Delamere - 
Kelsall  area  is  to  be  worked  in  conjunction  with  a  scheme 
for  the  Kelsall  and  Tarvin  areas  of  the  Tarvin  Rural  District. 
This  delightful  residential  area  requires  sewerage  facilities 
to  make  it  satisfactory  from  a  health  point  of  view.  The 


natural  line  of  discharge  is  to  the  River  Gowy  in  the 
Tarvin  Rural  District  and  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  more 
satisfactory  to  effect  a  joint  scheme  for  this  westerly  part 
of  the  Council’s  District  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
Tarvin  Council  also  found  it  necessary  to  provide  a  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  Easterly  part  of  their  own  District.  The 
plans  are  prepared  and  the  Sub-Committee  have  approved 
the  scheme  and  the  preliminary  proposals  in  connection  with 
the  provision  of  Outfall  Works. 

Regarding  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Parish  of  Delamere, 
this  is  on  the  Weaver  watershed  and,  due  to  the  cost  which 
would  be  involved  in  pumping  to  the  Gowy  watershed,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  for  financial  reasons  to  arrange 
for  an  outfall  at  the  Northern  part  of  the  Parish  of  Oakmere 
on  Crown  lands.  The  site  originally  selected,  however,  has 
been  objected  to  by  the  Crown  Commissioners  and  a  new 
site  has  been  suggested,  which  has  yet  to  be  surveyed.  The 
lines  of  the  main  sewers  have  been  surveyed  and  plans 
prepared.  This  scheme  will  do  away  with  four  existing  small 
outfall  works  (three  of  which  are  owned  by  this  Council,  the 
other  being  the  property  of  the  Crown)  and  also  a  number 
of  private  installations.  The  Council’s  objects  are  primarily 
to  remove  existing  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  also  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  sewage  on  the  triassic  sandstone 
area  west  of  the  Great  Cheshire  Fault,  which  is  the  source 
of  a  number  of  public  water  supplies,  and  on  the  Oakmere 
Lake  watershed,  a  source  of  the  Winsford  District  water 
supply;  but  as  to  whether  the  Council  can  embark  upon  this 
scheme  or  not,  depends  on  the  nature  or  the  character  of 
the  support  which  may  be  forthcoming  from  the  authorities 
whose  waterworks  are  thus  to  be  protected.  If  no  adequate 
support  is  forthcoming  then  it  seems  likely  that  the  Council 
will  be  compelled  to  curtail  the  scheme.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  scheme  to  the  west  of  the  Parish  in  addition  to  tliis 
one  is  £25,000  and  for  such  a  scattered  population  this 
appears  to  be  rather  high  unless,  as  stated,  assistance  is 
given  to  this  authority. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  proper  sewerage  facilities  be 
provided  for  the  Tarporley,  Rushton  and  Utkinton  area,  as 
there  is  definite  evidence  of  pollution  of  streams  and  water 
supplies.  The  Tarporley  disposal  works,  whilst  meeting  the 
present  requirements,  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The 
works  consist  of  tanks  and  land  treatment,  but  the  area  of 
land  is  insufficient  and  the  sandy  subsoil  has  to  be  depended 
upon  to  absorb  the  sewage.  The  Parishes  of  Rushton  and 


Utkinton  have  no  organised  method  of  disposal.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  have  recommended 
that  one  disposal  works  be  built  in  Rushton  to  serve  all  the 
three  parishes  and  that  sewers  be  constructed  to  convey  all 
sewage  to  this  site  either  by  gravitation  or  pumping. 

The  advent  of  Crewe  Town  Council’s  new  borehole  at 
Eaton,  and  the  proposal  to  protect  water  gathering  grounds 
put  forward  by  the  Regional  Planning  Committee,  necessi¬ 
tated  special  consideration  on  this  account,  and  the  scheme 
estimated  to  cost  between  £30,000  and  £40,000  was 
provisionally  prepared.  Since  then,  however,  the  Crewe  Town 
Council  have  stated  that  they  do  not  wish  the  Council  to 
provide  any  sewers  for  the  protection  of  their  waterworks,  as 
they  are  fully  prepared  either  to  purchase  land  for  their  own 
protection  or  alternatively  to  lay  any  sewers  they  may  require, 
at  their  own  expense.  They  further  state  that  they  are  not 
concerned  with  pollution  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their 
well,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  piped  down  to  a  depth  of  100 
feet  below  the  surface. 

An  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council 
to  ascertain  what  contribution,  if  any,  they  are  prepared  to 
make  towards  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  where  the 
protection  of  water  gathering  grounds  is  the  principal  object. 
The  Rural  Council,  on  their  part,  have  decided  to  bear  25 
per  cent,  of  the  cost. 

In  the  Parish  of  Weaverham  there  are  two  main  outfall 
works,  one  of  which  is  known  as  the  Owley  Wood  outfall 
and  the  other  as  the  Village  outfall.  In  both  cases  they 
discharge  into  the  River  Weaver.  The  Analyst's  reports 
show  that  the  Owley  Wood  works  effluent  is  satisfactory  but 
contains  a  fairly  high  percentage  of  humus,  which  is  due  to 
insufficient  filter  and  humus  tank  capacity.  This  means  that 
the  works  are  slightly  overworked,  and  the  Council’s  intention 
is  to  provide  an  additional  filter  and  to  increase  the  capacity 
of  the  humus  tanks.  There  has  of  course  been  a  considerable 
addition  in  the  number  of  houses  draining  to  these  works 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  sewer 
the  whole  of  the  Weaverham-Northwich  Road  and  to  pick 
up  the  properties  along  this  road,  which  at  present  discharge 
to  septic  tanks  and  underground  soakways,  it  having  been 
found  that  the  soakaway  system  has  become  a  failure  in  this 
locality  due  to  the  waterlogged  character  of  the  sandy  sub¬ 
soil.  With  regard  to  the  Village  outfall,  this  consists  of 
tanks  and  land  irrigation,  but  under  an  old  agreement,  the 


responsibility  for  irrigation  devolves  upon  the  farmer,  and  in 
consequence,  it  is  not  dealt  with  as  satisfactorily  as  one  could 
hope  for.  The  Council  have  now  decided  to  provide  a  new 
outfall  site  and  to  construct  a  modern  disposal  works,  on 
the  biological  system,  and  so  ensure  a  satisfactory  effluent 
for  discharge  into  the  river.  The  Engineer  has  the  work 
in  hand  and  it  is  expected  that  an  application  for  loan 
sanction  will  be  made  in  due  course. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  the  pollution  of  Cud- 
dington  Brook,  by  trade  waste  from  the  Creamery,  mentioned 
in  the  report  last  year,  were  still  in  course  of  negotiation  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

Complaints  have  been  received  of  the  pollution  of  the 
brook  dividing  the  Parishes  of  Cuddington  and  Marton. 
Investigations  were  carried  out  and  a  sample  of  sewage 
effluent  submitted  to  the  Analyst.  His  report  is  reproduced 
below.  Improvements  in  the  method  of  treatment  of  the 
effluent  have  now  been  decided  upon  and  it  is  hoped  that 
these  will  remove  the  grounds  for  complaint.

make  good  the  defects.  In  future  schemes — under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936 — it  will  be  necessary  to  recover  half  the 
cost  of  conversion  from  the  owners;  this  will  apply  to  the 
Parishes  of  Cuddington  and  Weaverham  which  have  still  to 
be  dealt  with.

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Canal  Boats. — Fifteen  Boats  were  inspected  under  the 
Canal  Boats  Regulations.  They  all  complied  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  regulations. 

Shops. — These  are  subject  to  routine  inspection.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement. — The  character  of  the  district  does  not 
call  for  great  activity  under  this  heading.  No  action  was 
taken  in  this  connection  under  the  Public  Health  (Smoke 
Abatement)  Act,  1926,  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — There  are  three  privately 
owned  swimming  baths  in  the  district  which  are  open  to 
the  public.  These  are  each  equipped  with  a  system  of 
chlorination.  Swimming  is  also  done  in  the  rivers  and  lakes. 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  connection 
with  these. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS,  etc. 

(a)  Council  Houses.  Six  houses  owned  by  the  Council 
were  found,  or  suspected,  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs 
and/or  fleas.  Five  of  these  cases  were  dealt  with  by  special 
proprietary  fumigants,  the  other  case  by  spraying  with  a 
proprietary  insecticide. 

(b)  Other  Houses.  Fourteen  privately  owned  houses  were 
found,  or  suspected,  to  be  infested  and  were  similarly  treated, 
five  by  fumigation  and  nine  by  spraying,  as  most  convenient 
in  each  case.  The  whole  of  this  work  was  done  by  the 
Council’s  Disinfector,  Mr.  S.  Lamb. 

No  arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  disinfestation  of  the 
belongings  of  ingoing  Council  house  tenants,  but  your  officers 
endeavour  by  following-up  visits  to  ensure  that  houses  disin¬ 
fested  are  kept  clear. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  of  infestation 
by  cockroaches,  ants,  etc.,  and  m  seventeen  of  these  cases 
(sixteen  in  Council  houses  and  one  in  a  privately  owned 
house)  the  tenants  were  supplied  with  insecticide  powder 
and  instructed  in  its  use. 

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  twenty-seven  and  at  Tarporley  there 
is  a  Handicraft  centre.  Twenty-five  of  these  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Council’s  mains  and  three  from  private 
sources.

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

Three  new  licences  were  granted,  and  fifty- five  were 
renewed,  for  the  storage  of  petroleum. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  completed  the  erection 
of  70  houses  at  Weaverham,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
houses  were  m  course  of  erection  in  Allostock  (eight  houses), 
Tarporley  (twenty-six  houses),  Rushton  (eight  houses)  and 
Utkinton  (eight  houses).  The  Council  have  also  made  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to  a  loan  for 
the  erection  of  thirty-six  houses  at  Barnton.  The  scheme 
at  Allostock  is  designed  primarily  to  meet  the  need  for 
housing  the  agricultural  workers,  and  those  at  Rushton  and 
Utkinton  and  part  of  those  at  Tarporley  are  for  the  same 
purpose. 

In  the  Tarporley  area  it  has  been  found  that  the  Council 
cannot  accelerate  the  reconditioning  of  houses  by  private 
owners,  due  to  there  being  no  alternative  accommodation 
for  the  tenants  whilst  the  reconditioning  work  is  in  progress, 
and  accordingly  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  two 


important  property  owners,  whereby  the  Council  will  allow 
a  number  of  the  Council  houses  to  be  used  by  displaced 
tenants  during  the  reconditioning  work,  such  tenants  to  go 
back  to  their  original  houses  as  soon  as  the  reconditioned 
property  is  available.  All  the  houses  are  being  erected  to 
Ministry  of  Health  standards  at  densities  which  conform  to 
the  Regional  Planning  Scheme  zoning. 

With  regard  to  sewerage,  the  schemes  at  Allostock,  Rush- 
ton  and  Utkinton  are  provided  with  septic  tanks  and  filters, 
whilst  the  scheme  at  Tarporley  is  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  of  the  Parish. 

In  preparing  the  scheme  for  Barnton,  the  Council  have 
worked  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council  with  a  view 
to  providing  a  new  Bye-pass  road  to  the  thickly  populated 
part  of  the  parish  and  for  removing  a  lot  of  derelict  property 
which  has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  amenities  in  the  heart 
of  the  village.  This  scheme,  when  completed,  should  create 
a  very  great  improvement,  for  provided  in  the  layout  of  the 
housing  scheme  is  a  small  village  green.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  The  inspection  of  meat  and 
other  foods  received  constant  attention  during  the  year.  A 
great  number  of  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses  for  this 
purpose,  often  outside  the  usual  office  hours.  A  number  of 
butchers  make  a  regular  practice  of  slaughtering  on  Sundays. 
This  involves  the  Council’s  officers  making  Sunday  inspec¬ 
tions. 

At  the  close  ot  the  year  there  were  24  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  on  the  register,  7  being  registered  and  17  subject  to 
triennial  licence.  One  slaughterhouse  has  been  demolished 
in  farm  improvements  and  the  Co-operative  Wholesale 
Society’s  Bacon  factory  at  Cuddington  has  been  closed,  the 
work  being  transferred  to  a  new  factory  at  Winsford.  Six 
licences  have  been  renewed  during  the  year.

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  72  slaughter¬ 
men  hold  licences;  7  have  been  renewed  during  the  year. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  mechanical  stunning 
have  not  been  applied  to  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  rams  and 
lambs  in  this  district. 

Ten  carcases  were  examined  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  in  two  cases  the  carcase 
was  passed  less  the  offal,  in  one  case  part  of  the  carcase  was 
passed  and  in  the  remaining  seven  the  whole  carcase  and 
organs  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  food.  The  affected  meat 
was  surrendered  in  all  cases  and  the  figures  are  included  in 
those  given  above.

Inspectors  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  notified 
thirty-nine  suspected  cases  of  Anthrax,  only  one  of  which 
was  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon.  The  affected 
farm  was  visited,  the  carcase  was  burnt,  the  remains  being 
buried  and  the  premises  disinfected  under  police  super¬ 
vision.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 

I  regret  to  report  a  slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  (other  than  tuberculosis)  compared  with 
last  year.  The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1936  was  78; 
this  year  87  notifications  have  been  received. 

The  chief  increase  has  been  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  but 
I  am  pleased  to  note  that  17  per  cent,  of  these  cases  were 
nursed  at  home  whereas  no  cases  were  nursed  at  home  the 
previous  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever  during 
the  year.

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  Year  1937,  in  age  groups. 
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There  were  41  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  added  to  the 
register  during  the  year,  35  being  by  formal  notification  and 
6  from  other  information.  Twenty  cases  were  removed  from 
the  register.  Of  the  new  cases  added,  20  were  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  21  from  other  forms. 

Fifty-two  sputum  specimens  were  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  four  being  reported  on  as  positive. 

The  following  Table  shows  an  analysis  of  new  cases  and 
deaths,  under  sex  and  age  groups.  The  deaths  shown  being 
those  cases  which  had  been  notified  previously,  actually 
there  were  eight  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  These  figures  give 
a  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  of  37.5  per  cent, 
of  the  total  tuberculosis  deaths  : —

Eighty-three  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  This  figure  includes  houses 
disinfected  after  the  removal  of  tuberculosis  cases  to  sana¬ 
toria  or  to  a  new  residence. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  were  disinfected  twice  during 
the  year — in  the  Summer  and  Christmas  vacations — and  in 
addition  six  schools  were  disinfected  after  closure  on  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease.
